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^BEGINNING 



It is generally agreed that 
the Town of St. John had its 
beginning when John Hack, 

a German immigrant fanner 
and his family arrived in 

1837, in the area then 
known as Western Prairie or 
Prairie West. To fully 
appreciate that this man and 
his family came to a wilder¬ 
ness area to start a new life, 
one must go back a few 
years prior to this date. 

The Indiana Territory was 
organized in 1800 and was 
admitted to the Union as a 
state in December of 1816. 
At that time, the entire 
northwestern part of the 
state was a true American 
Wilderness, and the area 
that was to be Lake County 
was a part of this vast 
wilderness. 

It was in 1832, after the 
peace treaty with the 
Indians, when the United 
States purchased this north¬ 
western part of Indiana 
■ from the Indians. The first 
government surveyors 
arrived in 1834 to survey 
the area into sections and 
townships. The population 
at that time was mostly 
Indians, although the major¬ 
ity of them were located on 
the banks of the Kankakee 
River and the Calumet 
River. A handful of settlers 
had come into the area that 
is now Crown Point, and a 
few others had settled at the 
mouth of the Calumet River 
in the Brunswick area. In 
the area of St. John and St. 
John Township there were 


no settlers, only a few rov¬ 
ing Indians. 

It was to this beautiful, 

lonely wilderness that John 
Hack, a newcomer to this 

country, and his family 
came, just five years after 
tne Indian peace treaty, and 
here he built his home in 
the new land. 

One likes to speculate why 
Hack and others who fol¬ 
lowed him from Germany, 
choose this area to settle. 

The logical conclusion is 
that after the area was sur¬ 
veyed, the government 
opened it up to settlers at a 
very low cost. Hack, and 
those who followed, were 
farmers and owned no land 
in Germany. They worked 
for the large landowners in 
their Fatherland. They did¬ 
n’t earn much, nor did they 
spend much, so thy were 
able to save much of the 
meager pay they received. 
Over here was the opportu¬ 
nity to own their own land 
and build their own homes, 
beholden to no one other 
than their ability to sacrifice 
and make it on their own. 
They were a hardy group of 
people. 

Solid facts and details about 
pioneer life in St. John seem 
to be somewhat difficult to 
come by. The hard working 
early settlers, attempting to 
make a life for themselves 
in a new and different land, 
had scant time or inclination 
to set down their thoughts, 
feelings and experiences for 
the benefit of posterity. 


Thus the historian must gain 
what glimpses of that life 
that he can from surviving 
materials. The paucity of 
materials, however, has cre¬ 
ated a situation where most 
local history books relating 
the growth and development 
of Lake County and its 
communities shed little light 
on St. John’s past. 

Upon his arrival locally, 
accompanied by his wife, 
Hannah, and a large family, 
he immediately settled on a 
forty acre piece of land 
located approximately one 
half mile east of present 
Route 41 and south of Joliet 
Street. The land was pur¬ 
chased from the Department 
of the Interior, and the deed, 
which still exits, bore the 
signature of President John 
Tyler. John Hack’s name 
was carried on the deed as 
“John Hawk”, a mis¬ 
spelling that was later cor¬ 
rected when he made his 
second land purchase in 
1844. This second purchase 
was bounded roughly by 
93rd Street, Olcott Avenue, 
Forrest Street and U.S. 
Route41. In 1842, Hack 
constructed a peach brandy 
distillery. It had to be, if not 
the first, one of the earliest 
businesses established in the 
community. 

Reputedly a man of far¬ 
sighted vision and consider¬ 
able leadership ability. Hack 
welcomed other immigrants 
from his native land who 
settled nearby shortly after 
his arrival and fbresaw the 



establishment of a flourish¬ 
ing and prosperous commu¬ 
nity her Tall, dignified and 

patriarchal in manner, Hack 
was bom in 1787 in a Rhine 

province that some time 
before has passed from 
French to Prussian control.

ping channel. Certainly 
the German settlers 
prospered from the rail¬ 
roads and highways 
that eventually rib¬ 
boned across Lake 
County!

ATTENTION SPAN

As students arrive at 
school, many dread the 
thought of sitting in each 


class for one whole hour. 
After all, the average 
attention span of a 
teenager is nine minutes 
But the proposed Block 8 
scheduling plan, which is 
being pushed for readi¬ 
ness by next fall, means 
Lake Central students 
would attend four class¬ 
es each day for an hour 
and a half each. 

Some LC students feel 
that this type of schedule 
would detract from how 
much they learn, not only 
hindering their academic 
progress, gut their 
futures. Many students 
do have a hard time con¬ 
centrating during the pre¬ 
sent LC schedule It is 
hard to imagine how 
much information would 
be absorbed in classes 
that focus solely on text¬ 
book and workbook exer¬ 
cises for the entire hour 
and a half. 

One reason for the pro¬ 
posed change can be 
attributed to the higher 
amount of credits need¬ 
ed for graduation, which 
decreased the enroll¬ 
ment in electives. Block 
8 js considered by 
administrators to be the 
solution for offering elec¬ 
tives to students and pro¬ 
viding more choices. 

A major concern about 
the new scheduling plan 
is how the different lunch 
hours would be affected. 
Lunch hours may have to 
revert back to the old 
ways where lunches 
were split during fourth 
hour. Students would go 
to class, eat lunch, and 
then return to the same 
class. This idea appeals 
to several people 
because students would 
be able to have a short 
break and then come 
back focused for class. 
However, many feel the 
class might also have 
trouble getting started 
after students come back 
from lunch, since they 
would feel more in the 
social mood rather than 
the learning mood 
But block scheduling 
does offer some advan¬ 
tages that seem to over¬ 
shadow the negatives, 
according to administra¬ 
tive supporters. Having 
four classes one day and 
then four different class¬ 
es the next would allow 
students the option of 
taking an extra class that 
would previously not 
have been available to 
them. With the required 
classes students 
presently have, little or 
no room is left for an 

elective class. Block 
scheduling provides stu¬ 
dents with the option of a 


seventh hour and also a 
student resource time. 

Having an added class 
that interests each stu¬ 
dent would make learn¬ 
ing more fun and coming 
to school easier. The 
resource time could also 
allow for students to 
meet with teachers for 
extra help or take tests 
that were previously 
missed. That way stu¬ 
dents involved in sports 
or other extracurricular 
activities would be able 
to finish all retesting and 
tutoring before practices 
and meetings begin. 

Despite negative view¬ 
points toward block 
scheduling, some feel 
that it is a step in the 
right direction. Whether 
it benefits students is 
definitely something that 
needs to be considered 
next year, even if it 
means making adjust¬ 
ments. The education 
that a student receives is 
crucial, and any change 
that brings this about is 
needed. 

HOMEWORK

As homework piles up 
and the daily routine of 
extra-curricuterlfWfttes 

grows more demanding, 

time management 
proves to be somewhat 
of a difficult task for Lake 
Central students. So 
where do students find 
time to finish all that 
homework, squeeze in 
an hour or two for prac¬ 
tice or work a few hours 
after school for minimum 
wage, all in the same 
day? although it may be 
difficult, many do. 

Whether participating 
in sports, jobs, theater or 
other activities, time is 
always a primary con¬ 
cern for students. It is 
especially a concern for 
those enrolled in honors 
classes or other courses 
that require more effort, 
which usually means 
more homework and 
more stress. Junior 
Melissa Joseforsky, who 
works around 33 hours a 
week at Champ’s Sports, 
said, “I usually don't get 
all my work finished. It 
seems that teachers 
don’t understand that 
students have other 
things to take care of." 

But some find different 
ways to finish everything 
in the time span from 
after school until the next 
day. The solution is not 
to get involved in more 
than can be handled. 
Junior Teresa Kendall 
said, “My parents won’t 
let me get a job because 
they think I am having 
l. enough trouble finishing 


my homework and other 
activities now without a 
job and can’t imagine 
how I would get every¬ 
thing done if I had one.” 

Others continue to 
have difficulty managing 
a job and school Jackie 
Penn, a junior, works a 
rough 30 hours a week 
at Baker’s Square. “I 
went back to work as 
soon as volleyball sea¬ 
son was over and I have 
not been able to sleep in 
since the summer. I 
have no time for home¬ 
work between work and 
little play.” commented 
Penn. 

Since time manage¬ 
ment is a problem for 
many, the question of 
whether students are 
being overloaded with 
homework arises. 
Joseforsky said, “The 
only chance I have for 
home work is on Sunday 
night. You put in a half 
hour for every subject 
and you end up studying 
for three hours. That’s 
ridiculous!” 

However, certain ways 
to alleviate the stress 
associated with school 
and homework do exist. 
Some teachers give time 
In class to work on differ¬ 
ent assignments or other 
school work. If one 
knows they have little 
time available and a lot 
to finish, she/he should 
use that time wisely 
instead of talking to 
friends or doodling on 
notebooks. By doing 
this, the amount of work 
decreases and the stu¬ 
dent can concentrate on 
finishing the remainder of 
homework at a later time. 

Getting frustrated by 
the abundance of home¬ 
work and lack of sleep is 
not uncommon for LC 
students, especially after 
a long night of activities 
and studying “After 
school I have just 
enough time to cook and 
eat dinner before I rush 
off to work When I get 
home at 11 p.m. from 
work, I am very sleepy, 
so it takes me double the 
time to finish my home¬ 
work," Penn said. 

While students contin¬ 
ue to endure the pres¬ 
sures of high school, 
managing extra activities 
such as jobs and sports 
proves increasingly diffi¬ 
cult. However, a student 
only goes through high 
school one time and 
should learn as much as 
possible. Whether it 
means cutting down on 
the extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties or enrolling in easier 
classes with less work, it 
is up to the individual 
student to make the deci¬

HELD BACK IN 
KINDERGARTEN

It’s the worst day of your 
life Or one of them, 
anyway You just 
learned that your kid is 
going to be Held Back 
In Kindergarten 
VJb at could she possi¬ 
ble mean ...immature? 
He’s one of the brightest 
kids around. Always 
asking questions • fan¬ 
tastic questions. 
Another year in kinder¬ 
garten? She can't be 
serious. How couid he 
face the other kids after 
that? After all, their kid 
isn’t going to be held 
back You don’t sup¬ 
pose ..? Could it possi¬ 
bly be my fault? I’ve 
tned hard to be a perfect 
mother and, here I am - 
a failure-and he’s only 
five! 

Any kindergarten 
teacher - any teacher, in 
fact - knows what a sen¬ 
sitive issue retention is. 
For parents, the news 
that their child is going 
to be held back can be 
devastating. And, for 
that very reason, opting 
for retention is tough on 
teacher, too 
It’s much easier for a 
teacher to duck the 
whole business and 
send all her kids - the 
unready one along with 
the rest-on to the next 
grade. That copout only 

postpones the decision, 
however, and it’s in the 
meantime that most of 
the damage is done. 

There’s no doubt at all 
that, sooner or later, the 
new teacher is going to 
find out that the child 
who should have been 
retained in the first place 
can t do the work 
Unfortunately, so does 
the child..and he’s not 
likely to forget it. With 
his self-confidence and 
self-esteem battered by 
a steady fusillade of 
small failures, more like¬ 
ly than not, he begins to 
dread school Then, 
somewhere in the midst 
of the school year, 
comes the ultimate 
indignity-a sign of failure 
anyone can read - the 
return trip to kinder¬ 
garten 

If, instead, there’s a 
prior decision to hold a 
child back (the earlier 
the decision,k the bet¬ 
ter). any sensitivity 
about the retention has 
a chance to dissolve 
under the smoke-screen 
of summer and, in any 
event, being held back 
doesn’t usually carry the 
same stigma as being 
sent back. The "usually” 
part depends almost 
entirely on the parents, if 
they accept it, their child 
quickly adjusts to it. 

All they have to tell the 


child is that he needs 
"another year to grow" 
before starting first 
grade 

And, in fact, that would 
be the truth. No matter 
what you’ve heard from 
friends who’ve been 
through the retention cri¬ 
sis, kindergarten teach¬ 
ers aren't likely to hold a 
child back for such rea¬ 
sons as. 

-The child’s a clown (or 
bully, or mischief-maker) 

- always acting up in 
class The fact is, 
behavior problems dis¬ 
appear only if their real 
cause (e g., emotional 
distress due to trouble in 
the home, need for 
attention) is eliminated. 
Retention doesn’t solve 
the problem 

-The teacher just does¬ 
n’t like the kid Perhaps 
it’s true that some teach¬ 
ers tend to have 
favorites among their 
pupils; even so, when it 
comes to the pass/retain 
question, almost certain¬ 
ly, it will be the teacher’s 
professionalism - and 
not her personal feeling 

- that comes into play 

- The child can't read 
Most kindergarten 
teachers are satisfied to 
teach only the pre-read¬ 
ing skills (identifying col¬ 
ors and shapes; direc¬ 
tion words; moving the 
eye from left to right, 

etc ), so they don’t 
expect their pupils to be 

accomplished readers; 

most first-grade teach¬ 
ers are prepared to 
teach beginning-reading 
skills so they don’t 
expect kids to come to 
them knowing how to 
read 

-In some respects, the 
child doesn’t seem as 
bright as other kids 
Teachers accept the fact 
that no two children 
progress at the same 
rate in all things. 

Immaturity is, in fact, 
about the only real rea¬ 
son for requiring a child 
to spend a second year 
in kindergarten Still, tell 
a parent that’s why his 
youngster is being held 
back and he’s shocked 
“What do you 
mean..immature?" he’ll 
say “Bobby’s sharp as a 
tack!" 

The trouble is, most 
parents have a hard 
time separating intelli¬ 
gence from maturity. 
Intelligence is “sharp as 
a tack ". Maturity is 
something else - it has 
to do with growth. 

Parents also have a 
hard time spotting 
immaturity in their own 
child - especially if that 
child happens to be the 
only one they’ve got. In 
a classroom full of chil¬ 
dren, however, there’s 


no mistaking it - immatu¬ 
rity stands out like a case 
of measles. Among the 
symptoms, for example, 
are such things as: 

1. Easy distractibility (the 
shenanigans of the class¬ 
mate next to him, the tick 
of the clock, a sunbeam 
dancing in a comer - any- 
thing-can distract the 
child from the project 
he’s working on, the story 
teacher's reading, what¬ 
ever the business at 
hand is). 

2 Short attention span 
( he rarely can stick to a 
task until it’s finished) 

3. Lack of control over 
the muscles - large (he 
has trouble with such 
things as skipping, hop¬ 
ping and catching a ball) 
and/or small (e g . he’s 
clumsy with scissors and 
crayons). 

4. Lagging social devel¬ 
opment (he hasn’t yet 
learned, for example to 
share or take turns) 

5. Under-developed 
visual perception and/or 
e y e - h a n d 
coordinationfe.g., he 
can't copy letters and 
numerals from provided 
samples). 

No way does the fact that 
a child exhibits such 
symptoms mean that 
he’s “dumb", that he’ll 
never learn, that he’s 
doomed to failure in 
school and in life. Almost 

always, it means only 

what I suggested earlier - 

that he needs more time 

to grow. 

Why does one child 
need an extra year in 
kindergarten to grow, 
while another doesn’t? 

For one thing, it could 
be that, though the child 
is developing at what’s 
considered a "normal “ 
rate, he is, in fact, 
younger than most of his 
classmates. Entrance 
regulations being what 
they are, one youngster 
can be almost a year 
younger-than another in 
the same kindergarten, 
which means he’s had 
one-fifth less growing 
time It can make a big 
difference- especially in 
boys, who, at age five 
are likely to be about sic 
months behind girls in 
developmental skills, 
anyway. (Don’t worry, 
they catch up later) If 
the public school kinder¬ 
garten program is highly 
structured and competi¬ 
tive, such kids would 
probably be better off 
spending an extra 
prekindergarten year in 
a nursery school or at 
home (if the home setting 
includes friends, creative 
materials and parents 
who read to the child, 
take him places and 
answer his questions.) 


On the other hand, a 
child may need a second 
year in kindergarten sim¬ 
ply because he’s a slow 
bloomer Given time and 
the proper growing envi¬ 
ronment, his skills will 
blossom like dandelions 
on the lawn. 

While it’s nothing to feel 
guilty about, this tenden¬ 
cy for slow-starting does 
seem to run in families I 
recall one mother whose 
three kids all needed a 
second year in kinder¬ 
garten. Luckily, mom 
accepted the retentions 
with equanimity and good 
humor As a result, so 
did her kids, and the sec¬ 
ond time around in 
kindergarten gave each 
the competence in skills, 
self-assurance and 
increased sociability he 
needed to succeed in 
first grade 

Unfortunately, most par¬ 
ents are not as accepting 
of retention as the moth¬ 
er of my three repeaters 
Usually, a parent’s first 
reaction to the news that 
his child is going to be 
held back is to volunteer 
to “help him catch up 
over the summer so he 
can go to first grade ’ 
Believe me, it doesn’t 
work 

Of course there are 
things a parent can do to 
make it easier for his 

kindergartner-for all his 
children, in fact- to suc¬ 
ceed in school He can 
make sure the kids have 
good eye, hearing and 
physical exams, for 
example. And he can 
spend time with them in 
ways that not only enrich 
the school experience 
but, also, that promote 
warm family relation¬ 
ships. 

However, when an 
over-anxious parent tries 
to push his child ahead in 
school, precious togeth¬ 
erness is frittered away, 
and the result can be dis¬ 
astrous Not only is it 
possible that the pres¬ 
sure will impede, rather 
than speed, the child s 
progress but, also, that 
the parent/child and 
child/school relationships 
will be permanently tar¬ 
nished. Growth takes 
time You can t force 
your child to hurry up and 
maturely more than 
you can force him to 
hurry up and grow tall. 

Another typical parent 
response to retention is 
something on the order 
of, “A whole second 
year? He’ll be bored 
stiff!" 

Nonsense the second 
term in kindergarten 
allows the child's spirit to 
grow Tasks that 
seemed difficult.or even 
impossible, come easy 


now. And, when he does 
get to first grade, it will 
be with self -confidence 
and a positive attitude 
toward school that will 
help him tackle his work 
in good style, 

I remember one boy 
who, except for hesitant 
answers to direct ques¬ 
tions, never said a word 
the whole first year he 
spent in my kindergarten 
The second year, I could 
hardly keep him quiet, so 
eager was he to share 
his knowledge "I know 
that," he’d say, "I learned 
it last year." And nothing 
would do, but for me to 
step aside, while he took 
over as teacher to show 
the others what had to be 
done his mother has 
many times since told me 
how grateful she is for 
her son's second go at 
kindergarten. That , she 
claims, was the begin¬ 
ning of his success in 
school. 

Truthfully, I was not at 
all surprised by that 
mother’s reaction. Never 
has retention proved any¬ 
thing but a positive expe¬ 
rience for the less mature 
youngsters in my class¬ 
room 

So, if your child’s 

kindergarten teacher 
suggests he needs 
another year to grow, for¬ 
get what the neighbors 

mav sav Push asirip 

any guilt feelings that 
take seed in your heart. 
And whatever you do, 
don t try to force the 
learning 

Just remember that a 
good many great minds 
have developed on slow 
time tables, and accept 
the retention gracefully. 
At his vulnerable age, 
your child certainly is 
entitled to all the help he 
can get to insure him a 
successful school experi¬ 
ence. Kindergarten, the 
second time around, 
could be just that kind of 
insurance policy.

of Transportation, Lake 
County Drainage, Lake 
County Highway Dept., 
and people like Mr. 
Tieble who donated 50 
acres of land to help this 
project through. • 

“It took a lot of hard 
work to make sure 
this(the project) would 
not slip through the 
cracks and not be fin¬ 
ished. 

Storm drains are 
always a concern when 
the heavy rams come 
down because of the 
concerns of flooding 
When builders do an 
entire subdivision you 
must have in most cases 
a retention pond to slow 
down(retain) water going 
to the main ditch or river. 
Otherwise the water will 
rise too quickly and sub¬ 
sequently cause flood¬ 
ing 

St. John along with 
Dyer & Schererville all 
have something in com¬ 
mon, their storm drains 


go to the Dyer ditch. The 
storm water then goes 
into the Calumet River, 
then to Lake Michigan at 
the end. 

With all the building in 
the Tri-Town Area over 
the years you must slow 
down the water When 
rain goes into the ground 
itself it doesn’t run as 
fast to the ditches or 
rivers By building roads 
and homes the water 
runs off these places 
much, much quicker. 
The closing of 213th 
(Airport Road) had to be 
done for the but good 
draining had to be there. 
Approximately the time 
the U S. 30 widening 
project is starting, there 
must be this alternate 
route to help ease traffic 
congestion. June 1st 
you should be able to 
use 213th Street. 

Mr Van Til and others 
had told the Indiana 
Dept, of Transportation 
that before you begin the 
project this summer, you 
must have some water 
retainment system He 
asked of them to consid¬ 
er estimating what it may 
cost to build storm drains 
and some type or retain¬ 
ing water system, put 
that money into this part¬ 


icular project and it was 
just what was needed for 
this fast growing commu¬ 
nity. 

It seemed as though 
Mr Van Til was very 
proud of this project, 
tying up all loose ends 
and getting the job done.

NEW BUSINESS: 93rd and US 41 

Mr. Tom Rebb of Metropolitan 
development on the west side 


(OLD PIERCE IRON WORKS) 

Real Estate introduced a proposed commercial 
of 41 at 93rd. He distributed copies of two 
versions of his plans, one with 13,905 sq. ft. of retail, the other with 
16,421 sq. ft. The development will incorporate a fast food/service sta- 
tion/car wash and a pharmacy with a drive through. Sandridge Bank owns 
the property on the north and plans to build a branch bank there. Mr. 

Rebb noted that the site was selected for its highway visibility,its 
delivery access, and internal dirve patterns. 

Drainage problems will be addressed with the bank by detention on the NW 
corner. Internal road circulation will be developed with the bank's plans. 
There was discussion of the residential vs. commercial zoning on the lots 
up to wall st., as some houses have been converted to businesses. 

Two curb cuts have been approved by INDOT. Full access is planned on the 
north access, with right in/right out from the southern one. There was 
considerable discussion of the traffic problems now on 93rd, Patterson, 
possible deceleration lanes and median changes (very far off), and the 
increasing traffic coming from the west and the church lot. Ideas for a 
cul-de-sac, green strip buffers, vacating and straightening streets, one¬ 
way streets, the use of Wall Street, curbing and traffic signals were 
presented. 

Commission members agreed to begin to work with the Town Council to solve 
the traffic problems at this intersection, both for commercial developm¬ 
ents and for expanding residential areas to the west. Mike Meunich recom¬ 
mended Dennis Cobb, a traffic engineer he has frequently used, to study 
the intersection as soon as possible. J.Taylor indicated his support for 
such a project, as the Town would not want to impede future development. 

The developer may be asked to participate in the cost of upgrading the 
intersection. Mr.Rebb indicated that he would review the results of the tr¬ 
affic study then work with his clients on the allocation of the costs. 

Mr. Rebb stated that the future plans also call for a packaged liquor dep¬ 
artment in the pharmacy? Commission members noted the restrictions on the 
proximity to a church (within 600'). The parking for about 106 vehicles 
will incorporate a frontage road concept for the safest traffic flow and 
internal circulation. The Town requires 1 space for every 150' of retail 
space (net floor space). A waiver would have to go before the BZA.
